WEATHER conditions were more 
favorable yesterday ami 
consequence there was a large 
attendance at every attraction. The cel- 
ebration was brought lo a close lust ev- 
ening by a brilliant equatic spectacle 
at the Gorge. The electrical jllumin- 
;i l ions of the tram company's park went 
beautiful. The many vari-colorcd lights 
arranged among the trees along with 
the illumin.it ions under the charge of 
.Messrs. Hitt Bros, made the scene a 
pretty one. The beamy of the picture 
was added to by the many pleasure 
craft, gaily decorated with lanterns. Tin: 
crowd was enormous, and they were 
well rewarded. 

The day broke bright and clear and 
many were drawn out of doors -who 
would have otherwise boon unable to 
witness the events that had been ar- 
ranged. With a bright sun and a gen- 
tle breeze the roads soon dried and this 
did much to put the crowds in good hu- 
mor. .Many visitors remained over mid 
nil the beauty spots of the city re- 
ceived their share o£ pleasure seekers. 

The first event for the days sports 
was a baseball match at Oak Bay be- 
tween the Victoria and Vancouver Col- 
lege loams, in which the local players 
defeated by a .icore of 1 1-7. The match 
was well contested and although the lo- 
cals were defeated they put up a good 
fiitnic. 

Automobile Races 

The Driving park was tne point of 
attraction in the afternoon and a large 
crowd turned out to take in the automo- 
bile races and when the first event was 
called the grounds were well covered 
with spectators. 

The track had been well attended to 
under the supervision of It. Smith and 
after the heavy rains it was in much bet- 
ter shape than was anticipated, but 
fast time was impossible. On the whole 
the races were not up to expectations 
Imt this was no doubt, caused by the 
forced return of four of the most pow- 
erful cars— the Pope-Toledo, Packard, 
franklin and a Pierce Arrow. The two 
liCB I mentioned hail a long Standing 
grievance to settle and the race was ex- 
pected to be the best on the programme, 
but it had Jo be cut out. With these 
four cars away and the small entry of 
local cars. the races necessarily 
dwindled down to competitions between 
four. Nevertheless the spectators were 
given some good races. 

The large crowd reached (he grounds 
early and had only been settled down 
when the first race was called. At the 
conclusion of the races the crowds were 
well handled by the train company. Nine 
cars were in waiting when the last race 
was called and very few had to remain 
for any length of time.

Ministers' Reply to Address of the Popular House 
nantly Rejected and Demand Is Made for 
Immediate Resignation of Cabinet. 



Gloomiest Forebodings Everywhere That Conflict Between 
Crown and Nation Imminent— Government Must 
Surrender or War Follows. 



St. Petersburg, May 26.— AtHne 
end of a. memorable seven-hour 
session, the lower bouse of par- 
liament today indignantly rejected the 
government's policy as presented by 
Premier Goremlicin, with only .seven 
dissenting votes voting a lack of con- 
fidence in the ministry and practically 
throwing down the gauntlet to the 
bureaucracy with a demand for the 
retirement of the present cabinet and 
its succession by a ministry approved 
by the majority in the house. 

The spirit of absolute revolution is la 
the air, and a conflict between the 
crown and the nation now appears to 
be inevitable. While the Douse avoided 
the appearance of delivering an ulti- 
matum, the government seems to havo 
no alternative except surrender or war. 
The gloomiest forebodings are every- 
where expressed tonight, and the K?h- 
eral impression is that the country is 
on the 

Verge of a Titanic Struggle 

which may be delayed but not averted. 
Despatches received from the Interior 
Indicate tnat tne struggle possibly may 
bo inaugurated .Monday with a general 
strike, when the people learn tnat all 
amnesty has been, refused. While the 
premier's statement promised co-oper- 
ation with the iov.cr bouse, insofar as 
the latter does not transgress the limits 
of the fundamental laws, it recognized 
the agrarian question as paramount, 
proposing to remedy the deficiency in 
land through the operation of an 
agrarian bank and emigration lo Si- 
beria, it proposed the Introduction of 
universal and compulsory education, 
the reform of administration and the 
realization of the tour liberties. 

Premier Goremykin's statement, how- 
ever, returned a non-posslmus on the 
burning question raised by the House 
in its reply lo the speecn from tne 
throne. It declared that the govern- 
ment's flat and 

Exceptional Laws Not Withdrawn 
until disorder and terrorism ceases. 
The expropriation of appanages of the 
crown and church and private land 
was declared to be inadmissible. The 
right of investigation of administrative 
acts, the statement declared, belonged 
to the crown, the house having only 
the power of Interpolation. Amnesty, 
Premier Goremykln said, was .solely 
Hie prerogative of the Emperor. Such, 
briefly, was the government's reply to 
the address of the house, and the pre- 
mier's words seemed to arouse ail the 
latent resentment hi the hearts of the 
members of the House. The consti- 
tutional democratic leaders for the first 
time gave free range to their passions 
and with flaming words orator after 
orator declared the government's pro- 
gramme inadmissible and said that the 
government must give way to a cab- 
inet in which the people had confi- 
dence. 

Mirabeau's Role Re-enacted 

M. Rodltcheff announced that the 
government's reply had dashed to the 
ground all his hopes of working in 
harmony with the administration. M. 
Kovalcsky enacted the role of Mira- 
beau practically paraphrasing the 
Frenchman's words: "We are here by 
the will of the people, and nothing but 
bayonets can disperse us," while half a 
dozen peasant members hurled defi- 
ance at the ministry. Even Count 
Heyden, the leader of the right, de- 
serted the government's side, saying 
that Inasmuch as the government had 
refused to redeem its promise to repeal 
the exceptional law, his vole also was 
for censure. The resolution of censure 
as adopted provides that the House 



shall proceed with the orders of the 
day .Monday, thus adroitly placing 
upon the shoulders of the government 
the responsibility for making tho next 
move. For the moment, as Indicated 
by a communication issued b.v the 
Official agency at midnight, the mln's- 
try is hesitating, being neither ready 
to resign nor dismiss parliament. 
Scene in the House 
The House was more crowded than 
on the opening day, with every mem- 
ber in ills seat and tho> press and pub- 
lic galleries crowded when Premier 
Goremykln read to the lower house of 
parliament the expected declaration of 
the government's policy, pronouncing 
the imperial negative on the. most 
cherished hopes ami plans of the 
people's representatives. 

in the Imperial box sat Grand Duke 
Nicholas Nickolaevltch, following the 
proceedings with the keenest interest. 
There was scarcely standing room In 
the section assigned to members of the 
upper house, and the premier and the 
entire cabinet with the exception of 
Vice Admiral Biriloff, minister of 
marine, and Hieut. -General Rudigcr, 
minister ot war, occupied scats on the 
ministerial benches. 

The scene before the. opening was 
one of gfoat but suppressed excite- 
ment. All present were aware that 
the response would utterly fail to meet 
the wishes of the lower house, anil a 
hum of eager discussion as to the ef- 
fect of the resolutions expressed lack 
of confidence in the government, which 
the constitutional democrats and the 
labor party had drafted In advance, 
tilled the hall and corridors. 

The tinkle of President Mouromt- 
i self's bell calling the session to order 
stilled the House Into Instant silence, 
I whereupon, without waiting for fur- 
[ ther preliminaries, Premier Goremykln 
1 began reading 

The Governmental Declarations 
The premier's statement was as fol- 
I lows: "The government, after exam- 
ining the address of the lower house 
of parliament in accordance with the 
Instructions of the Emperor, Is fully 
I prepared to lend lis entire support to 
1 the elaboration of the questions sug- 
gested by the lower house insofar us 
I they do not go beyond the limits of 
I the legislative initiatives nsslgned to> 
the lower house. This support the 
government will also extend to the 
amendment of the franchise law, al- 
though if is of the opinion that this 
question should not be made the sub- 
ject ot Immediate discussion, inasmuch 
as the lower house is only just enter- 
ing upon its labors and therefore is not 
yet in a position to assert the need of 
such a change. 

"Special caution must bo shown by 
the council of ministers in regard to 
the questions raised by the lower 
house of satisfying without delay the 
needs of the rural population and 
placing the peasants on a footing of 
equality with the other classes; of, 
framing the measure providing for 
obligatory elementary education; of | 
making the wealthy classes liable to 
the payment of taxes; reorganizing 
the provincial administration, and or | 
Introducing a system of self-govern- | 
ment with special consideration for 
the peculiar conditions of the frontier 
provinces. 

"The Four Liberties" 
"The council of ministers attaches 
no less importance to the suggested 
law relating to the liberty of the 
subject, of conscience and of the press, 
and to freedom of meeting and associa- 
tions. Nevertheless it considers it 
necessary in preparing such laws to 
provide t lie administration with such 
effective means as to enable the gov- 
ernment to prevent and counteract the 
abuse of the liberties conceded. With 



reference to the solution of the 
agrarian question by tin- transfer of 
the crown appanages and monastery 
and church lauds and by the forcible 
expropriation of private landed prop- 
erty of peasants, the council of minis- 
ters holds it to be its duty to declare 
that such a method is wholly inadvis- 
able. The government cannot deprive 
one party of lis possessions in order lo 
bestow them upon another. To con- 
test the right of private ownership of 
land would in fact be to contest the 
right to possess any private property 
at. all. Throughout the world and In 
all grades of society or development of 
civil life the inviolability of properly 
constitutes the corner stone of the 
welfare of the people and the funda- 
mental basis of the life of the state. 
The resources still at the disposal of 
the state and the wide 

Application of Legal Methods 
will doubtless help to find a success- 
ful solution of the agrurlan question 
without undermining the powers of the 
fatherland. 

"The other laws referred to by the 
lower house on the respnslbility of the 
ministers and the upper bouse, the 
council of ministers did not feel itself 
justified In entertaining these pro- 
posals, as they involve radical altera- 
tions of the fundamental law mid con- 
ditions which are. beyond the province 
of the lower house. 

"Finally, as. regards the solicitation 
of the lower house to secure justice 
.iiul right in the army and navy, the 
government declares that in the army 
those principles are already unshak- 
ably established and that the solicit 
tude or Its illustrious head is now di- 
rected to the Improvement of. the ma- 
terial position of . the soldiers and 
devising means for a more extensive 
realization of the measures directed to 
that end. 

"As regards the proposed abolition of 
tho exceptional laws and the arbitrary 
act of officials, the council of ministers 
considered this wholly within the do- 
main of public administration in 
Which the lower house has 

Only tho Right of Interpellation 
Furthermore, the consideration of the 
administration for a state of strict 
legality forms . the subject of special 
care on the part of the government, 
which would not fail to see that, the 
conduct of tho government officials 
was inspired by similar endeavors. 

"Tho government also recognizes 
that the present exceptional laws do 
not suffice in extraordinary cases to 
ensure tranquility and order, and the 
ministers therefore are engaged in 
drafting more perfect measures, to that 
end. If the exceptional laws, despite 
their imperfections, have been recently 
enforced in many districts, the cause 
of this is to be found exclusively in 
the Incessant murders and acts of vio- 
lence. Conscious of its responsibili- 
ties to the country, the ministry will 
maintain quiet and order by the legal 
means now at Its disposal so long as 
the disturbances continue and so long 
as the government Is not furnished 
through fresh legislation with effectual 
means of combatting lawlessness. 

"In regard to the amnesty question, 
the pardon of prisoners convicted by 
the courts, no matter what form of 
crime may have been committed, is the 
prerogative of tho monarch, and the 
council of ministers considers that it 
would not bo beneficial to society to 
amnesty persons implicated in murders 
and acts of violence while the dis- 
turbances continue. As to persons 
deprived of their liberty by adminis- 
trative order, the cabinet has taken 
steps to procure the release of those 
whereby public safety is not threat- 
ened."

In tlin meantime the commanders of the 
two Clillili regiments, in view of the 
superior numbers of the mounted ban- 
dits and the strength of their position, 
have decided to hold a hamlet somo 
seven miles to the east of the bandits 
and there await reinforcements in the 
Shape of three brigades of foreign-mod- 
eled Chlllli troops who have been or- 
dered by the Tartar general from gar- 
rison quarters in Chincliou to crush the 
Hungliutzo who made no pretence of 
their intention to start n rebellion should 
they succeed in defeating the foreign- 
modeled troops in the coming battle for 
which they are making strenuous prep- 
arations. 

Some friction is reported to have 
arisen between Russian and Japanese 
commissioners in Manchuria with re- 
gard to the settlement of the provisions 
of the Portsmouth treaty. The Jnpan- 
ese commissioner, Major General Naka- 
m lira, is making vigorous protests be- 
cause of the great damage done to the 
Ohangchun-Suping railway which was 
awarded to Japan. Nine bridges were 
found destroyed, and ll large portion of 
the railway wrecked and sleepers car- 
ried away. The stations, numbering 
l'J7 first elass and 117 second class, are 
mostly in ruins. 

Excitement has been occasioned nt 
Peking by the report that linssia is 
sending an escort of filty Russians to 
accompany tho Dalai Lamn who lied on 
the arrival of the British expedition un- 
der Col. Younghusbniul back to I/linssn. 
This Is part of recent Russian effort to 
prevent effncement in Thibet. 

Telegrams to Japanese newspapers 
from several points in Hunan province 
express alarm because of the possibil- 
ity of a Mohammedan uprising. The 
Japan Mail says the British charge 
d'affaires has already taken steps to 
have the Chinese foreign office arrange 
to secure the lives of Christians in the 
affected district. 

The recent review of the Japanese 
army held nt Tokio In which ?1,2Q3 
troops took pnrt, some divisions beii.g 
represented by only two or three officers,

"WACOUSTA." 

It is t ho same in Canadian literature 
;\s in other lit oral ares, some of the very 
host books that have ever been written 
are the production of men long since 
dead, or who have for a long time since 
ceased to write. The very best, thing in 
its way that we have ever had is the' 
character of "Sam Slide." from' the pen 
nf the late Judge Halib'ur'ton of Nova 
Scotia. For genuine humor and happy 
delineation of character and philosophi- 
cal reflection it is entitled to rank with 
the best of ISnglish literature of that 
<dass. The character was developed in 
;i number nf books, in which incident- 
ally wo gel a very good picture of Amer- 
ican, Colonial and English life. Then 
wo have Kirby's "Chicn d'Or," one of 
the strong novel's of I lie Inst century, 
and an intensely interesting story of the 
time just previous to the end of. the 
French regime in Canada. Pnrkirian 
was a native of Vermont, .and nut a 
Canadian, hut the line to he drawn is 
very Sue, more especially as he spent 
3iis life practically in unraveling in a 
masterly manner tin' tangled skein of 
event s in | hi' pi -or life of our coun- 
try, and weaving them into a series of 
volumes, as engrossing as any of Wal- 
ter Scott's historical novels. These are a 
few of tlie pioneers in Canadian litera- 
ture wlin have left their impress upon 
our printed pages. There nro others, 
who rank near them, both in French and 
English, regarding whom there is not 
space to speak. 

One of the men who belonged to and 
wrote in the early pan of Inst century 
is perhaps leas familiar to the ma- 
jority of our readers than any of tho 
writers mentioned or a hundred others 

of loss moment. Wo refer to .Major 

John Richardson, whose span of years! 
extended between I T'd.S and 18§2. Hi- 
was born and raised in the backwoods 
of western Ontario, though horn of good 
faibijy, and had a varied career as a 
soldier, journalist and author, lie has 
been described as a typical specimen of 
the dashing Charlie O'Mnlley type of 
military officer which characterized tho 
period of tho Napoleonic wars. His 
dither was Dr. Robt. Richardson, ap- 
pointed surgeon to tho governor and 
garrison of old Fort Amhertsburg, ami 
in 1807 becoming judge of the western 
district. His mother was Miss Askin, 
the daughter of a wealthy merchant or 
Deti-oii. Here he was educated and 
here he imbibed the spirit which lie aft- 
erwards reincarnated in his speaking 
papers. To the imaginative and obser- 
vant mind there wits a weulth of ma- 
terial out of which to create literature 



of a distinctive class. Besides the nat- 
ural beauty of his surroundings, says a 
writer dealing with his life, there was 
the stir of military life, the association 
with officers and men in the daily rou- 
tine or garrison duty, tho well-ordered 
and prompt obedience of tho different 
ranks in the garrison, The Indians 
V. ere constantly to he seen around the 
fort, on lake and river, in the open, but 
more frequently in the dark recesses of 
the primal forest. They were to he 
found in largo numbers on the day ap- 
pointed to receive their annual allow- 
ance from tho superintendent of Indian 
affairs — the aged veteran, the young 
brave, tho groy-hnired squaw, and the 
helpless papoose. In his writings we 
have the clearest proofs of the vivid 
impressions these scenes made upon the 
youthful Canadian; and at (he same 
time, they furnish undeniable evidence 
of his power of accurate and keen ob- 
servation. 

lie fought in the war of 1812, and 
was in every engagement on the Cana- 
dian side until he was made prisoner 
at the lamentable defeat of Moravian- 
town, .ISI.'S, when Tecumsob was sacri- 
ficed to cowardice and incompetence. 
He embarked la'er on for the continent 
to lake part ill the war against Napol- 
eon, hut before he arrived, Waterloo 
had been fought ami won. Still later 
in Spain lie fought with the British 
legion. He returned to Canada in 183S, 
as correspondent of Lite London Times, 
and to take part in journalism, hut with 
unfortunate results. He experienced 
the fate of many a man before and 
sine, and this is pathetically related of 
him: About IS IS-'.) .Mr. Richardson 
tinally left Canada to reside in the city 
of New York, where he devoted Ins 
lime to writing new volumes and pub- 
lishing new editions of his former works. 
It is .1 painful fact that there is un- 
mistakable evidence to show thai the 
major, in New York, was unable to 
keep the wolf from the door by the pro- 
duct 'if his pen. lie had a line New- 
foundland named Heeler, of which he 
was very fond and proud. One day. 
shortly before he died, lie was heard to 
say: "Hector, you and I must part or 
starve.'' 

T'..e dog was sold, and a few days 
therecfter the major died in the city of 
New York, 1852. 

His printed works include "The war 
of 1SFJ," "The Canadian Brothers," 
".Bcnrte," "Wncousta," and "Hardserab- 
h:e." Of these. "Waeousta" the best 
and best: known and is deseibed by com- 
petent authorities as one of the strong- 
est of Canadian novels. He is com- 
pared in power with Cooper, but as 
telling his story in faultless English and 
with greater lucidity. It was original- 
ly published in Loudon in 1832, suc- 
cessive editions having appeared in is:;:;,; 
1840, 1831, 1868 and 1888 in London, 
New York and Montreal. The prcsent| 
edition, which is published by the His- 
torical Publishing Co., Tbrtfnto, is 
printed in response to a demand for 
copies, and in anticipation of a wide 
sale among, lovers of American and the 
reading public generally. The copy with 
which we have been favored comes 
with the compliments of Wra. Briggs, 
Toronto. V. is u good specimen of book- 
work, and is specially notable for the 
high class of the illustrations. The 
price is $1.50 and §2.50.

warned, it is said, by a beautiful In- 
dian girl, for whom an officer of the: 
garrison had formed an attachment, 
gives the groundwork for a story re- 
plete willi romantic and thrilling situa- 
tions, vivid descriptive passages, and 
a rapidity of action that carries the 
reader along almost breathlessly to tin; 
close. One great advantage lie pos- 
sesses over most writers. who have 
ileal! with similar themes, is his abso- 
lute familiarity with the atmosphere of 
his story, mill his intimate knowledge of 
the native Indian. Says his biographer: 
"No one surpasses him. If any one 
equals hiin, in his vivid description of 
the manners and customs of the native 
red men, their fortitude and bravery, 
their loyal devotion to their lender, also 
their relentless pursuit of an enemy, and 
their cruelly." 

STATE SOCIALISM IN JAPAN. 

Japan is a country thai is bound to 
keep up to date, 1 1 not only Ini n come 
In the front in military science and 
methods of warfare, in medicine, in the 
applied sciences, and in the art of di- 
plomacy, but in what might ho termed 
the "fads" of government. That it 
should be Inclined to adopl the "modern 
tendencies" is not ul all surprising, in 
view of the fuel thai the nation came 
upon the scene of civilization when the 
modern nations bad entered a new era 

of politics and the world was full of so- 
cial "problems' to solve. The Japanese 
are essentially a conservative people, 
and it has often been remarked that de- 
spite the great facility with which they 
have taken on the veneer of western 
civilization, i! is, after all, only veneer, 
and thai if you go more than skin deep 
you "scrntcll a Tartar" of two thou- 
sand years ago. If, therefore, they are 
leaning to socialism it is because an- 
cient. Japan was alway.? socialistic in 
the character of its Institutions. 

In Japan, says Engineering, the dem- 
ocratic spirit is developing; but along 

with it there arc various elements in 
the national life which are not found 
in western countries. The unique ili- 
lluence of the Emperor in national af- 
fairs is a factor which must he kept in 
mind in attempting to estimata the fu-

turo of Japan. How far that and the 
democratic methods of government can 
be combined is one of tho most difficult 
problems which lie before her. But 
there is another aspect of the subject 
which must not be overlooked; before 
the revolution, when feudalism of a kind 
was the government of Japan, the so- 
cial organism was a rough kind of co- 
operation; indeed, ii might almost be 
considered nn elementary form of so- 
cialism. .Practically, every person in 
the land was assured of a livelihood; 
and although none could become rich, 
few, if any, were allowed to starve. The 
wealth of the daimyos, or feudal chiefs, 
was measured more by the number of 
their men than by their possessions, es- 
pecially of gold. These llllimyos, allot 
the revolution in 1S68, surrendered their 
hinds to the Emperor, and thus to all 
intents and purposes nationalized them, 
for what is called the land-tax does nol 
represent so much us what is called 
rent in this country. This surrender 
was, therefore, a very long step in the 
direction of state socialism. In recent 
years, continues Engineering, several 
other very important steps have been 
taken in the same direction. The produc- 
tion of tobacco, of sail, and of cam- 
phor, are all government monopolies, 
and the profits now form very impor- 
tant items in (lie revenue of the nation. 
During the recent, stssion of the Imper- 
ial Diet, another very important step 
bus. been taken in the same dire, 'lion by 
the nationaliszntion of the railways. 
The ministerial contention in favor of 
the measure, adds Engineering, is a so- 
cialistic argument pure ami simple, and 
on the assumption that the railways 
were worked wnli the higliest efficiency 
and economy it would be unanswerable; 
but that is a very large assumption, and 
this objection was made the most of by 
ihe opponents of the measure. The mil- 
itary authorities were also strong sup- 
porters of the measure from a military 
point of view. The government estimate 
of the values of the seventeen private 
railways which are to he nationalized 
totals 421,500,000 yen. The price to he 
paid is twenty times the average of the 
net profits for 1002, 1903 and 1904, di- 
vided by the cost of construction, and 
multiplied by the paid-up capital. 

ARCTIC SUPFLIES.

Hernier retur I wiihin a year, and ac- 
complished absolutely nothing of any 
vnluc lo the country — although under- 
taken at a cost of $200,01X1 to the coun- 
try — i s good evidence thai il was never 
inlcndcd to be anything else than a 
political "picnic." outfitted so as to af-

What will In every probability be the 
last visit this season of a notable musi- 
cal urtist to Victoria — and as a result 
of the San Francisco fire, next, season 
•will bring few indeed of the musical 
celebrities to the coast — is that 
Tuesday evening of Olivia Dahl, the 
foremost singer of Norway, to which 
country she stands today in the same 
relationship as did Albnui to 'Canada in 
the days of that cantatriee's zenith of 
voice and fame. 

Miss Duhl's name is perhaps unfa 
miliar to many, even among lovers and 
followers of music in this corner of 
America, for the reason that her tri- 
umphs feave, until this present season 
been confined to the European capitals 
where she is a notable favorite. Her 
present (and it is her tirst) visit- to 
America, was undertaken as a result of 
her engagement as soloist at the Cin- 
cinnati and Minneapolis festivals — 
which is in tiself a credential as to 
the greatness of her voice, for these fes- 
tivals are among the most notable mu- 
sical events ' in all America, and only 
the best, anions The -world's singers are 
sclebled to perform thereat. 

iMiss Dahl was demanded chiefly be- 
cause she is the greatest living exponent 
of the music of Edward Grieg, perhaps 
the foremost composer of the century, 
■whose 'tone-poems', so-called,- she inter- 
prets exactly as the author intended 
they should be given; this .is not re- 
markable when it is remembered that 
she has been coached therein both by 
iMme. Grieg and by the composer him- 
self, the latter giving her on her depart- 
ure from Norway, his artistic benedic- 
tion, and a warmly appreciative com- 
mendation to the people of the new 
•world. 

Her farewell to Norway, prior to the 
inauguration of her tour, was some- 



what in the nature of a national event, 
all the celebrities of the country at- 
tending, including the then, Monarch of 
Scandinavia, King. Oscar, before whom 
JMiss Dahl had previously sung ou sev- 
eral occasions by special request. 

In her American recitals, Miss Dahl 
has chosen very properly to give a pre- 
ponderance to Grieg music, and next in 
importance in her repertoire may be 
placed the whimsical and melodious, 
dainty and oft-times humorous folk-songs 
of her country, for which, in order that 
everyone may fully appreciate the mean- 
ing, she provides the English transla- 
tion. The remainder of the programme 
is SO arranged as to show the singer's 
voice in the several classes of .song lit- 
erature. It is a very powerful mezzo- 
soprano of admirable quality, while the 
singer's marked individuality and sunny 
temperament invests her concert with 
much of the charm and informality that 
have been noted as characteristic of tho 
recitals of that dear little woman An- 
toinette Dolores. 

The folk-songs are given in the na- 
tional costume of the Norwegian peas- 
antry, and are far from the least at- 
tractive feature of a thoroughly artis- 
tic entertainment. 

In her concert here as elsewhere, 
Miss Dahl will have the assistance of 
Miss Gina Smith, a brilliant young pian- 
iste, the daughter of the famous Erau 
Strain-Smith, equally prominent in the 
eastern and middle states as a teacher 
and a concert performer. 

.She will also be supported in Tues- 
day's concert by the Margherita Man- 
dolin club of this city, whose leader (Sig. 
Claudio) and members thus attest in 
practical manner their sympathy with 
the handsome Norwegian singer ia the 
heavy losses she sustained consequent 
upon the earthquake and lire in San 
Francisco, by which she suffered heavily. 

Owing to the Victoria theatre being 
taken for stock drama, the concert here 
is given at. Institute hall, and so that 
no one may feel the demands press 
heavily upon purses considerably taxed 
of late by musical entertainment, the 




prices have been placed al no higher 
than .£1.00. at which the pupil and- pro 
lege of Grieg should certainly attract a 
crowded house. The reserved .seat plan 
for this, probably I he linn I musical event 
of the 190C season, is at M. W. Whit 
& Co.'s, and the advice to make early 
reservations oil seats is once again ap- 
propriate; 

Mr. David Proctor, who will be seen 
in this city at the Victoria theatre Mon- 
day and Tuesday, Juno lib and Btb, in 
Itichard Gnnihnny's comedy, "A Mes- 
sage, from Mars" would, it is believed, 
had he so chosen, made a fin ' '8puta- 
tion for himself on the lyriu stage. 
When he was quite young his parents 
sent him to Germany and France, where 
be was given a splendid musical edu- 
cation, and at the same time his voice 
was cultivated by many of the best 
masters in Berlin mid Paris. He lias 
the ability to play upon almost any in- 
strument. The piano, is his greatest fav- 
orite, and as a pianist, he is remarkably 
well known, not however, in a profes- 
sional sciise, but. among his Intimate 
friends. After his return from Europe, 
his father gave him his choice of pro- 
fessions. After thinking the matter over 
for a year or so he decided to adopt 
the stage, though if his parents had 
slopped to influence him, his father 
particularly, would have advised him to 
adopt the law. .Air. Proctor is a grad- 
uate of one of the largest institutions 
in the West, he is a native of Illinois, — 
to-be exact, be whs born in Peoria. He 
conies from one of the most distin- 
guished families in Illinois. He is re- 
lated to the Proctor family of New 
Kuglainb which for years — in fact, at 
the formation of the present Republic, 
I he Proctors were conspicuous as pa- 
triots, particularly in Massachusetts.

Tengo Maru Sailed Yesterday — Kana- 
gawa and Empress Coming. 

Steamer Tengo Maru, the new liner 
of the N.y.K. lino, sailed yesterday for 
the Orient from the ocean dock with 
150 passengers, about 25 in the saloon. 
Included among! the passengers was

still the record for the 1'acilic ocean. 

The Seattle Post-Intelligencer of yes- 
terday, in a prominently displayed ar- 
ticle on the first page, says: 

"Breaking all transpacific records for 
fast steaming, the Seattle-Oriental liner 
Dakota, Capt- Einile Prnuke, passed 
Cape Flattery at 0.45 o'clock yesterday 
evening. The run was made from 
Yokohama to the Cape in D days, II 
hours, and 1-1 minutes. This heats the 
former record of the Canadian Paelfic 
.steamer Empress of India by about a 
day. The Dakota's former record was 
twelve days and ton hours. 

"The Empress made the run across 
the Pacific n<bout eight years ago in ten 
days and a half, and the record was 
never before or -since equaled until the 
Dakota made this run. The steamer 
was not due here until May 2!) or ltd. 
and her remarkn'We voyage has caused 
surprise to the officers of the company. 
The trip of the vessel now gives Seattle 
the claim to the fastest service with 
the Orient that has ever been known 
on this coast. 

"The Dakota is bringing 143 first 
cabin passengers and a large steerage 
list. The ship i.s carrying only about 
2,000 tons of Oriental freight. Officers 
of the company believe that if the liner 
were a little more heavily loaded she 
could have made the run in less time. 
The steamer will reach port about noon 
today."

The 
young pheasants will probably suffer 
wore than the grouse, as an old phea- 
sant is more restless than a grouse, 
and will roam about, followed by her 
chicks, through the wet grass, until the 
young ihrood perish one by one of cold 
and exposure.

Just week the sporting dogs were very 
milch ahead of the non-sporting contin- 
gent, both in point of numbers and qual- 
ity. This is as it should be, .unl indi- 
cates the interest which is taken in 
sporting mutters m Ji.( '. and especially 
in Victoria and its vicinity, it is to be 
regretted that the fanciers from Wash- 
ington mid Oregon did uol send rep- 
resentatives to compete with our dogs, 
as nothing is more conducive to a 
healthy rivalry between lovers of vvell-

They tell me tlint they -will not 
blossom this year if sowed again this 
late. Is this so'.' 

Answer. — I have had most lovely 
blossoms->-f rom plants,- the. seed of 
which were sowed in June; so do not 
give up your hopes of blossoms this 
year. Cover the bed, after sowing — 
with fine woven wire; or cheese cloth, 
or closely packed brush to protect the 
sprouting seed. Keep them moist and 
well -watered through the warm dry! 
spells — and they will grow as though 
making up for lost time. 

"Handler's Wife." — Recently I read 
in a farm paper, that there wan money 
for the farmer's wife in "quail broilers 
but it did not tell us what "quail broil- 
ers'' were; can you enlighten me? 

Answer. — Quail broilers, are young 
chickens, of the quick growing Varie- 
ties such as leghorns. They feather 
well by the sixtli and seventh week of 
their age— if well bred and cared for. 

These little birds find ready market as 
broilers, at a good price and are called 
quail broilers because they are served in 
restaurants as "quail on toast." 

"Squab broilers" are birds of heav- 1 and 10 
ier, slower maturing breeds — weighing 
about ten or fourteen ounces; and are 
marketable only when well fed and 
plump. 

These little birds, if ready for our 
market by the first of May and cum 
some later, bring as good a price as old 
fowl, picked up "off the run" such as 
the farmer ordinarily sells to Chinese 
purchase rs. 

There certainly is a generous profit in 
growing these broilers for market; par- 
ticularly the "quail broilers"; as they re- 
quire feeding for a very short time, as 
the leghorns mature so quickly. It is a 
possible source of income for the city 
woman also: as incubator and brood- 
ers are all the "buildings" required and 
the ordinary backyard quite spacious 
enough for the work.

(southward) up the Nile. Like 
' ibusy sand Hies wo are flitting, almost 
.daily, across white patcdies of desert 
to burrow into second hand tombs and 
crick our necks lookilig up at mutilated 
temples. We have learned to spar -with 
native pedlers and fight them out ol 
our way. We ride delirious donkeys at 
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poll-mcll speed through bewildered v'.l 
Iages, while maniacal boys run behind 
and yelp like coyotes. "We have adopt- 
ed helmets, goggles, sun umbrellas, 
cameras, guide hooks, witch hazel and 
ina'fjot powder. We are letting on to one 
another that we have got all the dynas- 
ties straightened out in our minds and 
that wfi are beginning to get the hang 
of the hieroglyph. 

Ten years ago not one of us had ever 
Jieard of Koti or Khnemhotcp. Now wo 
refer to them in the most casual way. 
u.s if we had roomed with them for a 



lime hanging around tombs. Why come 
all th,o way to Egypt? Why not pro out 
to Woodluwu and run races, from one 
family vault to another'.' 

Mr. Peasley has no use for the tombs 
we have seen up to date. At Beni-Has- 
san we rode on donkeys and climbed 
hills for half an hour to inspect several 
large cubes o£ dim atmosphere s'ur- j 
rounded by limestone. At Assioot we 
put in the best part of the afternoon 
tilling up to another gloomy cavern. 
While we stood in the main chamber 
of the tomb o£ Hapwsfttl (whoever he 
wasi. trying to pump up some enthu- 
siasm, Mr. Peasley mopped his brow 
and declared himself. 

"I'll tell vim what I can do," lie said, 
'i can take a hundred pounds of dyna- 
mite and a gang of dagoes and go any- 
where along the Hudson and ldow out a 
tomb in a week's time that will beaV 
anything we've seen in Egypt. Then 
I'll hire II boy with a ninrkiu' brush to 
draw some one-legged men and some 
trill women with their heads turned the 
wrong way, and, I'D charge six dollars 
to go in and make my fortune." 

The significance of the "six dollars" 

is that: every traveler who wishes to 
visit the antiquities must pay a govern- 
ment tax ot \-0 piastres. He receives 
a "monument ticket" which he must 
show to the guard before entering any 
tomb or temple. I regret to say that 
the tickets are often passed along by 
departing travelers to those newly ar- 
rived, and as the guards do not rea l 
English anything that looks like a 
monument ticket will satisfy the man 
at the door. At Beni-jHnssan Mr. Peas- 
ley discovered, when he arrived at 1h" 
tombs, that lie had left his ticket at the 
iboat. Fortunately, a fellow traveler 
hud an exra ticket witli him, and Mr. 
Peasley had no difficulty in gaining ad- 
mission to all the tombs under the name 
of "uMiss Ella McPherson." 

Before plunging into the details of 
our voyage, it is only fair that the in- 
dulgent reader should know how ami 
Why we came boating up the Nile. And 
first of all. he should know something 
itbout this wonderful river. The _ Nile 
lias been described one million times, 
at a rough guess, and yet. at the risk 
of dealing out superfluous information, 
1 am going to insert some geography. 

Total length, nearly four thousand 
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and barren table lauds. Occasionally, 
where there is a granite formal ion, the 
stream is narrowed and forces its "way 
through rushing rapids, and these are 
known as the "cataracts." The lir.st. or 
these is at Assouan, about six hundred 
miles up stream. 

Assouan has for many centuries 
marked the border line of Egypt pro- 
per. To the. south is the land of the 
warlike blacks, who have been trouble 
makers from the beginning of time. 
This' First Cataract is the usual ter- 
minus of tourist travel, toll! those who 
wish to see Nubia and the Soudan 
board a small steamer, pass through 
the locks of the new dam and go by 
river 210 miles to Wadi Haifa, thence 
by rail 570 miles to Khartoum. It is 
here, about thirteen hundred and fifty 
miles up stream, that the White and 
liluo Niles converge and bring (lowu 
from the rainy equatorial regions the 
floods of muddy water which are the 
annual salvation ot Eypt. 

Ten years ngo Khartoum seemed as 
inaccessible as the North Pole. It was 
headquarters for the most desperate 
swarm of frenzied fanatics that ever 
swept a region with lire and BWOrd. 
They had wiped out British armies 
and put Gordon's head on n pole. They 
were in a drunken ecstasy of Moham- 
medan zeal, eager to tight and ready to 
die, and they got all that they were 
looking for. 

It is less than eight years since Kit- 
chener went down to call on them. Of 
all the cold blooded and frozen fea- 
tured .military tacticians of the inexor- 
able school Kitchener stands pre-emin 
e:'t. General Grant, in his grimmest 
moment, was absolutely emo'ional and 
acrobatic as compared with Kitchener. 
He carried ice water in his veins, and 
his mental machinery ticked with Bir- 
mingham regularity. He did not get 
excited and dash into the open trap, 
as the others had done. He moved 
slowly but relentlessly into the dreud 
country and built a railroad as ho went 
along. He carried everything that a 
British army needs — marmalade, polo 
ponies, Belfast ginger ale, tinned meats, 
pipe clay, etc'. 

"We cannot stampede them, because 
stampeding is their specialty," said 
Kitchener, "hut I will lick them by al- 
gebra."

The Nile of which you have read 
and along which are scattered the 
iSiuion Pure monuments of antiquity is 
Hhe si.x hundred miles at' winding river 
between Assouan, the Kirst Cataract, 
and the sea. h'or the entire distance, 
until it spreads into a tan shaped delta 
and filters into the Mediterranean, the 
stream is walled in by Hat tupped rocks 
of barren aspect.

The Nile is Egypt and Egypt is the 
Nile. All this description may sound 
like a few pages from the trusty red 
guide book, and yet. the word "Egypt" 
will have no meaning to the reader who 
does not get a clear panoramic vision 
of this wonderfully slim waist ed coun- 
try. Nearly six hundred miles Ioug 
and yet containing only twelve tboUr 
sand 'live hundred square miles— about 
the—size of Maryland. 

The strip of black land which yields 
the plentiful crops is nowhere more t ha n 
ten miles wide, a. mere fringe of fertil- 
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shifting sands, and they look for all 
the world like the mesas of New i Mex- 
ico and Arizona, for they lie baking in 
the same kind of clarified sunshine. 
This meandering hollow between the 
rugged hill ranges is the Valley of the 
Nile. Here and |hfli',e the hills close in 
until the river hanks are high and 
chalky cliffs; At. nue point the valley 
spreads to a width of thirty-three miles. 

East and west Of the hills are vast 
areas of desert without even a spear of 
vegetation except where there is a

No. '1 is more varied. Again wo have 
the river, the mud hank and the grow- 
ing crops, together with the distant 
hills, behind which the sun is silently 
sinking. In the foreground at, the left 
is a majestic palm. The structure at 
the right is a native house, mid will 
indicate something of the simple life 
of the ogriculturist. The complicated 
device on the river 'hank at stage centre 
is the slindotlf, used for lining wal/r 
from the stream. The cavernous open- 
ing in the distant bill (marked N in the 
drawing) is the entrance to a lock tomb. 
By studying this picture the reader may 
get a very fair understanding of the 
architectural splendor of these ancient 
sepulchres. 



Traveling on the Nile has two re- 
liable features to commend it. The wea- 
ther is always fair and the unlive popu- 
lation constantly enlivens the picture; 
for the lower river is crowded with sails 
and every inch along the banks is tinder 
cultivation. Also, the Nile has some 
surprises in store. Two definite delu- 
sions are soon shattered. 

Delusion No. 1— HEAT. It is not 
always warm in Egypt. In the middle 
of the day, out of the wind and on the 
desert, it may work up to a good sum:

Anywhere along the river 
it' you will climb to the rocky plateau, 
you will see the slow moving river, prob- 
ably a half mile wide, as a glassy thread 
on which are strung fields of living 
green, bordered by the dreary uplifts of 
desert. The traveler who goes by 
boat froni Cairo to Assouan .'sees all of 
Egypt. The cities and temples and 
tombs of olden times were perched on 
the high spots or planted in the bare 
hills, so as to be sale from the annual 
rise of waters. Anything worth seeing 
in the whole country is within an easy 
donkey ride of the river bank. The 
river is the only artery of ! avel, There 
is a railway, lint, it follows the river 
all the way up to Assouan. 

It would seem that the country was 
especially laid nut and punctuated with 
"sights" for the convenience of the mod- 
ern traveler, for the visitor who goes 
up the .Nile and stops Off at the 
right spots ran do a clean job of sight- 
seeing without doubling on his tracks. 

Until a few years ago the tourist go- 
ing up the Nile had to take a dahabeah. 
This sounds like the name of a disease, 
but ii i^ really a big, roomy, Hat bot- 
tomed sailboat. The da habeah niovrs 
only when the wind is in the right di- 
rection, and to u'n from Cairo to Assou- 
an requires the greater, part of a life- 
time. Those travelers who have money 
to burn ami who arc content to settle 
down to many weeks, of rest and in- 
dolence charter the private dtt'babcahs. 
When a traveler goes aboard a daha- 
beah he tears up the calendar and lets 
his watcdi run down. Those who have 
more money and arc in a hurry use the 
private steam dahubeahs. 

A majority of travelers go by pas- 
senger boats. The tourist steamers 
devote three weeks to a loafing voyage 
Up to Assouan and hark, with daily ex- 
cursions to the graveyards and ruins. 
The cypress Steamers, carrying fi 
and native passengers, take less 
for the round trip, as they skip some 
of the less interesting antiquities. We 
look an express steamer, thereby mis- 
sing many of the tombs and temples, 
but still getting enough of them lo last 
us for the uesl hundred years or so. 

Our steamer is a frail affair, double 
decked and of no draught worth men- 
tioning. It resemble" the old style of 
Missouri river horit, built In run on a 
heavy dew. There are thirty passen- 
gers, who devote must of their lime to 
lolling on the dork waiting for the next 
meal.
